SOUTH OF OISE 
FRENCH GAINING. 


South of the Oise river the French 
are making sharp thrusts against the 
enemy with the intention of clearing 
out the entire triangle between Fla- 
vigny and Montcornet and taking all 
the railroad lines within this region 
and also blotting out the salient that 
still eixsts there. 

The Germans are strongly counter 
attacking on all the fronts of attack, 
but the French have warded off their 
efforts to regain lost territory and 
have gained ground south of Montcor- 
net, one of the principal railway 
junctions in this region. 

North of Grand Pre and north of 
Verdun, in the sector lying between 
the Meuse river and north of the Ar- 
gonne forest, the Americans have eut 
further and deeply into the enemy’s 
line, despite the continued extremely 
heavy use of machine guns and artil- 
lery by the Germans. American avia- 
tors are dropping bombs behind the 
enemy lines, while enemy airmen are 
returning the compliment by bombing 
towns inside the American front. 


BRITISH CAPTURE 
7,000 PRISONERS. 


London, October 24.—The_ British 
troops have overcome the enemy along 
the whole front between the Sambre 
canal and the Scheldt and their ad- 
vance is being continued, Field Mar- 
shal Haig reports from headquarters 
tonight. Since yesterday the British 
have taken 7,000 prisoners and more 
than 100 guns. 

The text reads: 

“This morning our battle front was 
extended northwards as far as the 
Scheldt at Thiant. On the whole bat- 
tle front between the Sambre canal and 
the Scheldt the enemy resistance was 
overcome and our advance continued. 
There was hard fighting at a number 
of points. 

“On the right the sixth division 
fought its way to the edge of the Bois 
L’Eveque and captured Ors. North of 
this point we are approaching the 
western outskirts of the Mormal forest 
and have captured Robersart. 

“On the right center of our attack 
we have continued our advance to the 
neighborhood of Lequesney.’ 

In the latter village the enemy 
maintaining obstinate resistance. 

“On the left our attack Anglo-Scot- 
tish troops forced crossings of the 
Ecaillon, between Verchain and Thiant 
and gained the high ground to the east, 

“We have taken the villages of Poix 
du Nord and Les Tuileries and pro- 
gressed beyond them toward Engle 
Fontaine. The village of Ghissignies 
was taken after a sharp struggle, the 
enemy defending with determination 
the crossings of the Kcaiilon in that 
vicinity. 

“Northwest of Ghissignies we have 
secured the river crossings at Beaudig- 
nies, which is in our hands. Here vig- 
orous opposition was overcome by the 
New Zealanders, who in this locality 
captured a number of batteries, includ- 
ing guns of heavy caliber. 

“On the left of our center the Eng- 
lish captured Ruesnes and are a short 
distance from the Lequesnoy-Valen- 
ciennes railway north of the village. 
There is heavy fighting on the high 
ground north of Bermerian village, 
which we hold, and in the neighbor- 
hood of Vendegies-sur-Ecaillon. 

“Verchaine and Monchaux were cap- 
tured by the fourth division after hard 
fighting. On their left, after clearing 
the enemy from the east bank of the 
river, we advanced to the western out- 
skirts of Maing in the face of heavy 
machine gunfire. In this. sector the 
hostile resistance was particularly 
stubborn. 

“Severe casualties were inflicted on 
the enemy in the course of these opera- 
tions. Since yesterday morning we 
have captured more than 7,000 prison- 
ers and more than 100 guns. 

“We have reached the general 
of the Sembre-Oise canal, due east of 
Le Cateau; west of the edge of the 
Forest de Mormal in the neighborhood 
of Lequesnoy, Vendegies-sur-Ecaillon 
and the Scheldt canal at Maing. 

“In local fighting on the 
ciennes-Tournai sector we have 
progress and taken prisoners.” 

Day Statement. 

The early day statement was as fol- 
lows: 

“Sharp fighting continued yesterday 
afternoon and evening on the battle 
front south of Valenciennes.

The statement says: 


“On the Oise our forces, after cross- 
ing thé canal opposite Longichamps, 
have made progress on the east bank, 
taking about thirty prisoners. 

“Between the Oise and the Serre we 
delivered an attack in the afternoon

“During the night our bombing ma- 
chines dropped 14,500 kilos of projec- 
tiles on the railway stations at Mont- 
cornet, Marle, Vervins and Wassigny, 
with particular attention to Provisy, 
on which more than seven tons of ex- 
plosives were dropped, causing several 
fires.’’ 

Day Statement. 

The day statement reads: 

“On the Oise front we have crossed 
the canal east of Grand Verly. In spite 
of strong counter attacks by enemy de- 
tachments, we maintained our position 
on the east bank. 

“Between the Oise and the Serre there 
also was lively fighting near the rail- 
road north of Mesbrecourt.

On both banks of the Meuse Wednes- 
day, says the official statement from 
eeneral headquarters today, attacks 
were made by American troops on a 
wide front. All efforts were repulsed 
by the Germans. 

In Belgium the Germans defeated 
hostile attacks near Deynze while they 
withdrew their line on both sides of 
Vichte, east of Courtrai. 

The statement reads: 

“In the Lys lowlands partial engage- 
ments continue. We beat off renewed 
attacks of the enemy along the Deynze- 
Waeregham railway southwest. of 
Deynze. On both sides of Vichte Tues- 
day night we withdrew a short dis- 
tance. Yesterday in the neighborhood 
of Kattesraat the enemy was beaten 
back. The Belgian inhabitants’ took 
part in this fighting on the side of the 
enemy., 

“Tournai end Valenciennes have been 
subjected to British fire. There have 
been successful forefield engagements 
near Tournsi and in the Scheldt low- 
lands. 

“On both sides of Solesmes and ice 
Cateau the British, bringing up fresh 
divisions, resumed the attack on a front 
of about twenty kilometers (about 12 
miles). Their attacks were launched 
with great objectives in view. In the 
Harpies region their first assault broke 
down early in the morning.

Editor—Austria Excited. 


Paris, October 24.—Emperor William 
conferred Monday with all the members 
ef the government, talking at length 
with each individual, and then har- 
angued them in a body, says a dispatch 
from Zurich to The Journal. Thus far 


the German newspapers have printed 
nothing concerning the emperor's 
speech. 

The war cabinet held another long 
meeting Tuesday. 

The address of the chancellor to the 
reichstag is criticised sharply by a ma- 
jority of the newspapers. The ex- 
tracts from the speech circulated by 
the Wolff Bureau, the semi-official 
news agency, are to some extent gar- 
bled, while other es bear so lit- 
tle resemblance to what Prince Max- 
ong an seid that they appear to have 

invented. - 

The socialist newspapers, the Zurich 

spateh continues, are particularly out- 
epoken. The Fraenkische Tagespost, af- 
ter Nuremberget, Bavaria, says the em- 
peror must not think the German peo-

Amsterdam, October 24.—Baron von 
Hussarek, the Austrian premier, in 
discussing President Wilsons reply 
to Austria in the house of lords in 
Vienna Tuesday, said that Austria was 
able to imdorse the president's peace 
program without forsaking deep-root- 
ed convictions. He declared it was a 
historic and fundamental idea of the 
Hapsburg monarchy that all its peo- 
ples should have equal rights. He did 
not think the president's reply would 
result in a break-off of exchanges. 

Czech members declared that the 
plan embodied in the imperial man- 
ifesto of the establishment of a Czecho 
state was impracticable. 

Ask War Keforms. 

Basel, October 24.—(Havas.)—After 
the speech of Prince Maximilian, Dep- 
uty Kar! Herold, in the name of the 
centrist party, read a statement in the 
reichstag asking that the reform of 
the constitution of the empire be ex- 
tended so that war cannot be declared 
without the consent of the reichstag. 
He asked that if peace with the en- 
tente allies is not possible, the gov- 
ernment will have to call on the last 
man for the defense of Germany. 

Deputy Ebert, majority socialist, de- 
clared the German people would no 
longer permit themselves to be with- 
out the right to decide their own fate. 
Friedrich Naumann, radical, said he 
considered peace impossible by mili- 
tary means and that Germany must 
use her diplomatic sources to end ihe 
war. 

London Comment. 


London, Wednesday, October 23.— 
Commenting upon the address of 
Prince Maximilian of Baden, the Ger- 
man imperial chancellor, in the reichs- 
tag on Tuesday, The Star says: 

“Didactic interjections by the chan- 
cellor will not impress President Wil- 
son as being a real contribution to the 
democratization of Germany. There 
is no word in the gepeech about the 
restoration to France of Alsace-Lor- 
raine, which was one of President Wil- 
son's ‘fourteen points.’ ” 

The Pall Mall Gazette gays that the 
speech shows very clearly that the 
imperial chancellor is not ready to ac- 
cept the only terms which can end the 
war and eoncludes that the German 
armies must be far more completely 
beaten “before our réward can come 
securely in view.”

DISCUSSED IN SENATE 


Washington, October 24.—Republican 


' contentions that the third clause in 


President Wilson's fourteen peace 
terms providing for the removal of 
economic barriers, is a free trade plank, 
furnished the vehicle of a political de- 
bate im the senate today. 

Senator Thomas, of Colorado, insist- 
ed that the president merely meant 
there should be no prohibitive or irri- 
tating tariffs. Senator Watson, of Jn- 
diana, and other republicans, declared 
the republican party objected to fixing 
by peace treaty or any other treaty 
the domestic policy of the United 
States. 

Senator Thomas referred to protests 
by Chairman Hays, of the national 
republican committee, and others 
against contentions made by democrat- 
ic leaders that a republican. victory 
would be interpreted by the kaiser and 
our enemies abroad as a repudiation 
of President Wilson. 

Asked by Senator McCumber, repub- 
lican of North Dakota, if the last sen- 
atorial election in Wisconsin when Sen- 
ator Lenroot, a republican was elected, 
had any influence, one way or the 
other on German people, Senator Thom- 
as said he did not think so, but added 
there is a vast difference between a 
solitary contest and a general election. 
He read extensive abstracts from 
speeches made by Colonel Roosevelt, 
former President Harrison and Sena- 
tor Lodge, in 1898, in which they urged 
the re-election of a republican con- 
gress to support President McKinley 
on the grounds that not to do so would 
give cheer and comfort to Spaim and 
would in effect be a repudiation of his 
conduct of the war. 

Senator Smith, of Michigan, repub- 
lican, referred to conditions preceding 
the Spanish war and declared that 
President Cleveland had refused to per- 
mit this country to declare war on 
Spain. 

King Answers Smith. 


Senator King, of Utah, democrat, 
said President McKinley after his elec- 
tion failed to interfere and that 87 
republicans organized in the house and 
threatened to act jointly with the dem- 
ocrats favoring war with Spain unless 
the président should change his atti- 
tude.

While President Wilson’s reply to the 
latest German overture for peace is a stern, 
dignified, clean-cut and democratic presen- 
tation of the best thought of the United 
States and the allied nations, it contains 
little that is actually new. 

The president reaffirms the position of 
the nations fighting the Huns: That there 
can be no peace dealing with the Hohenzol- 
lerns and the Junkers, nor with any German 
spokesman who speaks for any other than 
the German people themselves. In other 
words, wie governments which are at war 
with the imperial German government will 
have nothing to negotiate with “those who 
have hitherto been the masters of German 
policy,””’ whose word the world cannot trust; 
nor can peace with them, nor while they are 
in power, be even considered. 
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All of which the president has, in effect, 
stated before, in words tha. left no sugges- 
tion of doubt in the German mind as to 
precisely the course the enemy must pur- 
sue to bring about a cessation of hostilities 
on the battle fronts. 

The last note supplies « clarifying and, 
perhaps, a needed, touch of emphasis. 

It is undoubtedly the president’s inten- 
tion to emphasize by reiteration; but some- 
times reiteration rather than 
strengthens an asserted position. 

We d6 not believe that it will be so in 
this instance; but let us hope that this note 
will end the diplomatic exchanges between 
Washington and Berlin so long as. armed 
and spiked-helmeted legions of the Hohen- 
zollerns remain arrayed against the forces 
of civilization in the territory of the allies, 
and that henceforth further communications 
from Potsdam will be courteously, promptly 
and finally referred to Marshal Foch for 
him and our generals to dispose of as they 
see fit! 

And that, the president announces, will 
be his policy. 

If the Hun really wants peace, he knows 
full well now the procedure by which he 
can get it, and nothing is to be gained by 
the allies by further correspondence.

WAR WORK AND PEACE TALK. 


The united war work campaign workers 
are being hindered, they say, and their be- 
neficent purpose materially impeded by the 
apparent imminence @6f peace. 

This is unfortunate. _ 

It is unfortunate for the soldiers abroad 
and at home, who are the immediate benefi- ¢ 
ciaries of the campaign; and -it is equally 
unfortunate for the cause for which these 
soldiers are fighting or preparing to fight. 

And it is attributable only to short- 
sightedness on the part of the individual cit- 
izen who neglects or refuses to carry out 
previously formulated intentions to contrib- 
ute to the good work on the theory that 
“the war is as good as ended, and what’s 
the use of donating my money for ‘war 
work’ when the probabilities are that there 
will be no war by the time my contribution 
could reach France!” 

In the first place, the war is not over: 
far from it, the chances are! And it is pos- 
sible that a year from today will find peace 
apparently no nearer than it is now. That 
is possible, though hardly probable; but 
the surest and quickest way to make it an 
impossibility will be to put every ounce of 
pressure we possibly can muster behind the 
blows we are dealing the enemy now while 
he is semi-demoralized after a series of 
reverses. 

In the second place, even should the war 
end tomorrow, let it be borne in mind that 
it will take many months to bring the boys 
back from France and to complete the her- 
culean work of demobilizing our forces. 

And so long as there is a platoon of 
American soldiers left in France or in Ger- 
many-—or so long as there is a cantonment

ora garrison of the American army remain- 


ing in operation on our own soil, there will | 
be need for the activities in behalf of which | 
this war work campaign is being conducted. | 

It is imperative that these humanitarian | 
and semi-military civilian activities be con- 
tinued, and peace or no peace, this campaign, | 


and probably others to follow it, must be 
carried through to a successful conclusion. 

If it should fail—which is unthinkable— 
the fact of its failure would do much to 
bolster up the waning confidence of the 
Hun; and it would serve to notify the 
whole world that the American people, for 
the first time since the war began, had 
been derelict in an imperative and patriotic 
duty. .

WOMEN AND THE CENSUS. 


Developments in the United War Work 
campaign census of Atlantr has revealed a 
spirit of Jukewarmness on the part of many 
that is not in keeping with the splendid 
patriotic standards being set by many of the 
women of this city. 

The genesis of the enterprise is about as 
follows: 

Ten representative women citizens were 
called by the chairman of.the woman’s com- 
mittee, Georgia division, Council of National 
Defense, for the broad purpose of getting a 
census of the women of Atlanta to be used 
in the present campaign and also in all sim- 
ilar war activities in the future. 

These ten women organized as a com- 
mittee, and each of them agreed, as a step 
in the general plan, to procure the co-opera- 
tion of ten other women; they, in turn, each 
to enlist ten more. 

This phase of the program was carried 
out, and at the third meetir~ of the original 
ten and their recruited assistants, every 
one of the quota last enlisted was asked, 
and agreed, to marshal five women, which 
would bring a grand total of 5,000 Atlanta 
women into the organization, each with a 
specific work to perform in connection with 
the city-wide census-taking enterprise. 

The plan, and the purpose in the enlist- 
ment-of this army of women, was to com- 
plete the census of the city in one day, and 
Friday, October. 25, was the date agreed 
upon. 

All went well with the plan, and prepara- 
tions for the great one-day canvas were be- 
ing rounded into fine shape until one by one 
the women volunteers began apparently to 
lose their sense of responsibility in relation 
to the undertaking. Apparently as the nov- 
elty of the thing waned, interest drooped 
and one by one many of the women dropped 
out of the organization. 

Reasons assigned by the deserters were 
varied and their proffered excuses-somé 
of them, at least-—amazing. 

A stock one, and perhaps the most gen- 
erally employed, was that “If I had known 
the character and the extent of the work 
that was expected of me I would never have 
undertaken it!’ Others said they must re- 
fuse to do such work as calling at people’s 
homes and asking who and how many lived 
there; still others pleaded that they “didn’t 
have time for such work,” and one _ lady 
went so far-as to withdraw from the work 
because the census date agreed upon con- 
flicted with her weekly appointment with 
her hairdresser! 

Those well-meaning ladies seem to have 
forgotten that there is a war going on; that 
the waging of war is not for the soldiers 
alone, but all of the people, and that war 
waits not upon anyone's pleasure or con- 
venience! They should not lose sight of 
the fact that the Hun’'s back would not be 
turned to our soldiers today had the fight- 
ing men under Marshal Foch refused to go 
into battle because at the outset they had 
not fully realized exactly what they would 
be expected to do, because the work in 
muddy trenches and on stony ground was 
not to the liking of men of their breeding, 
or because the hour set for the attack con- 
flicted with the hour set by the individual 
soldier for shaving! 

The soldier cannot select the character 
nor the time of his service. His duty is to 
do what, in his commander's judgment, 
needs to be done, and to do it how and when 
bidden! 

The civilian’s duty—the civilian upon 
whom the soldier depends for support!—is 
not a whit different! And no civilian in war 
time can select the form of patriotic serv- 
ice, because patriotic service admits of no 
selection nor individual preference as to 
manner, time or place. 

The citizen throughout his or her rela- 
tionship to war work and the patriotic de- 
mands of the day must, in order to merit 
classification among the truly patriotic, bear 
in mind that it is every American’s duty— 
soldier or civilian—-to meet the call, be it 
what it may, when it comes, and to act how 
and when asked to act! And no form of 
service, so long as it is helpful to the coun- 
try or to the cause, is too mean for any rich- 
blooded American to perform' 

And nothing short of the carrying out of 
that principle can be made to conform with 
the obligation of the patriotic women of 
Atlanta. 

Of course, despite the failure of the few 
to measure up to the full height of their re- 
sponsibilities, the making of this census is 
going to be a success. The work is going to 
be carried through; and, as planned, in a 
day. 

Its success is assured by the untiring 


efforts of those women of Atlanta who never 


yet have failed in any constructive under- 
taking, whether in connection with a Red 
Cross drive, the promotion of a _ Liberty 


Loan, the building of an orphan asylum or |

“Solid South’? Broken 
By Senators in Vote on 
Suffrage Amendment 


Editor Constitution: Pressure of work has 
prevented an earlier letter to express our 
appreciation of the splendid editorial in The 
Constitution on the federal suffrage amend- 
entitled “Victory Deferred.” In the 
hundreds of editorials on this subject which 
have been received, none made a more force- 
ful comment on the action of the small mi- 
nority in the United States senate which de- 
feated this amendment. It is especially note- 
worthy as coming from one of the leading 
Papers of the south, when thai section of 
the country is so largely responsible for 
the defeat. Not only did both of the sen- 
ators from Georgia vote against it, but this 
Was done also by the entire delegation from 
that state in the lower house of congress, 
when the amendment was before it. While 
this was done on the ground that the state 
had a right to decide this matter for itself, 
the fact stands out prominently that the 
women of Georgia have never been able to 
persuade the legislature to submit the ques- 
tion to the voters and let them decide it. 
In other words, the women of Georgia are 
refused a chance to obtain the suffrage either 
by national! or state action. 

It is unfortunate for President Wilson 
and for the democratic party that they must 
carry this handicap of the so-called “solid 
south” on this progressive measure, but hap- 
pily the south is no longer “solid,” for it is 
a noteworthy fact that twelve senators from 
southern states voted in favor of this federal 
amendment on October 1—one from Mary- 
land, two from West Virginia, one from 
Tennessee, one from Kentucky, one from 
Mississippi, one from Louisiana, two from 
Texas, two from Arkansas, one from Mis- 
souri. To these might perhaps be added the 
two from Oklahoma. In the lower house 
forty-eight southern representatives (fifty- 
six including Oklahoma) voted in favor of 
this federal amendment last January, which 
ceftainly shows advance. Until the present 
year no southern legislature ever has sub- 
mitted a woman suffrage amendment to its 
state constitution, but at last this has been 
done by that of Louisiana, and the electors 
will vote on it November 5, The greatest 
interest will be felt in the result, as, should 
it be carried, this action will undoubtedly 
be followed by other states in the south. 
In Arkansas they vote on a new constitution 
at a special election December 14, and, as 
it contains a clause giving to women e€x- 
the same voting rights as men, this 
also will be a most important test case of 
southern sentiment. 

We thank The Constitution for its con- 
tinued support of the enfranchisement of 
women and trust that its influence may be 
shown when the senate again takes a vote, 
which will probably be before the Christmas 
holidays.

Police “Shooting Rights” 
When Autos Won't Stop 


Are Discussed in Court 


The right of policemen to shoot at 
automobiles in an effort to stop them 
when they ignore an order “to halt,” 
Was put up to Recorder Johnson by 
Attorney Lawton Nalley Wednesday 
afternoon in the hearing of the case of 
the city against Policeman D. W. Ellis. 

Ellis was on trial for shooting at an 
automobile on West Peachtree street at 
an early morning hour several days ago. 
It was shown the car was driven by 
Patrolman Vaughan, who runs a taxi- 
cab when not on duty. The war was 
coming to Atlanta from Camp Gordon 
and, among the passengers was John 
F. Fowler, a soldier. Ellis, acting on 
information, was expecting a car carry- 
ing liquor to pass that way, and when 
Vaughan’scarcame along he hailed it. 
When the car refused to stop, Ellis 
fired three shots, the last of which 
grazed the shouider of Fowler. 

Mr. Nalley, while admitting hts cli- 
ent was without authority of law in 
firing at this particular automobile to 
cause it to halt, said he was merely 
following a practice which had been au- 
thorized, or tacitly permitted, by the 
police authorities of the city of At- 
lanta, In view of this practice, Mr. Nal- 
ley stated that his client should not be 
made the scapegoat of an occasion 
when the practice under proper instruc- 
tion should be stopped. 

Under the ruling of Recorder John- 
son, the case against Fllis was dis- 
missed and he was reinstated by Chief 
Beavers, who had suspended him. 

In passing on the case, Judge Johnson 
said, in support of the contention of Mr. 
Nalley, that while the prattice is un- 
warranted and illlegal, it has been 
heretofore recognized without rebuke 
from his court, and without instructions 
from the chief of police, and for that 
reagon the case was dismissed. The 
case against Vaughan also was dis- 
missed.

In advocating the new committee 
George Eubanks said that it would be 
the means of bringing the teachers into 
contact with the: board of education, 
and mean much more effective co-opera- 
tion, by giving the board the benefit 
of suggestions from the actual teaching 
force. It is expected that the commit- 
tee will be formed at the next meeting 
of the teachers, which takes place on 
Saturday, November 2. 

The New Rating. 


The provisions of the new ruling are 
as follows: 

There shall be an advisory committee, 
composed of the superintendent of schools, 
chairman; the assistant superintendent, the 
principals of the high schools, 
cipais of grammar schools, elected by the 
grammar school principals; the supervisors 
and directors, two primary grade teach- 
ers and two grammer grade teachers, 
elected by these groups of teachers, re- 
spectively. 

This committee shall meet on Tuesday 
preceding the regular meeting of the board 
of education to consider matters connected 
with the progress, management and wel- 
fare of the school system. 

It shall be the duty of this committee 
to recommend to the board of education 
measures that in its judgment will benefit 
the public school system of Atlanta. 

It shall be the general policy of. the 
board of education when changes of a 
radical nature in the conduct of the schools 
are proposed to grant the committee a 
hearing. 

Will Give Credit. 


The board unanimously agreed to 
give credit to teachers entering the 
Atlanta system from other cities for 
50 per cent of the work previously 
done. The superintendent was em- 
powered to draw up a plan for the ex- 
emption from examination of teachers 
who have had geufficient training or 
experience to warrant this. 

On account of the changes in car 
schedules, it was decided that teachers 
may report in the future to their 
schools at 8:15 instead of at &, and 
school ,children will be permitted on 
the grounds only after that time.

diers at Camp to Be Kept, 
in Close Touch With Home, 
Folks Under Idea Put Into 
Practice at Hospital. 


Coincident with the establishment of 
a morale section under the charge of 
Major Samuel Charles Black, former 
chaplain-at-large of the camp, Gordon 
has again blazed the way further for 
American army camps Dy the estab- 
of a morale section in the' 
hospital, the main purpose of! 
is to keep parents, friends and | 
relatives of men sick in the | 
in personal and close touch with the} 
condition of those dear to them who| 
are confined to military hospitals and | 


base 


| infirmaries. 


The first clear explanation of the | 
system under which the morale section | 
of the base hospital will work was 
yesterday announced by officials of the 
office of the camp news censor, and 
this morale section is just as vital 
to civilians and will do just as broad 
and important work among the par- 
ents and relatives of soldiers as will 
be service morale section under Major 
Black. 

Corps of officers and enlisted men 
are now being detailed to service in 
the hospital morale section, and in the 
course of a very short time it will be 
well under way, officials also add. 

To Keep Home Touch. 

The chief work that this section will 
do is to keep parents in close touch 
with sick soldiers during their stay in 
the hospital. While the men are con- 
fined to bed, workers will see to it 
that letters go regularly to parents 
and friends, and other details for keep- 
ing communication between the sol- 
dier and his homefolKs will be adopted 
and attended to. 

When the soldier becomes a conva- 
lescent and is able to sit up, the mo- 
rale workers will see that he is pho- 
tographed and copies of the. photo- 
graphs will be sent regularly to his 
home in order to show the strides to- 
ward health and vigor that the con- 
valescent soldier is making. 

In cases of serious sickness, officials 
will send telegrams to parents and 
friends and will notify these latter of 
any turn the patient may take in his 
illness. 


Original Gordon Idea. 


Another feature of the morale plan 
that is strictly an original Gordon idea, 
is to establish a regular newspaper 
containing items and news that will be 
of personal interest to patients in the 
big hospital and can be mailed to their 
homes after they are read by the sick 
men. 

In short, the idea is to show all par- 
ents relatives and friends at home 
that sick soldiers in the care of Camp 
Gordon’s base hospital are cared for 
as tenderly and as carefully as they 
would be at home. The plan will re- 
sult in a demonstration to the full sat- 
isfaction of the homefolks that their 
sick boy is being provided with all 
amusements and comforts and that he 
lacks for no care or attention that is 
possible under camp conditions. 

The work that it is capable of doing 
is indeed a wide and vital one, one 
that will go far toward keeping the 
sick soldier content and toward assur- 
ing parents and relatives of ill sol- | 
diers that their sons, brothers and 
friends are in the most capable and 
tender hands in the world when Uncle 
Sam guides their affairs.

Aside from Strupper there Is 
not a star on the Gordon team. Beers 
may have been mentioned for _ all- 
American honors when he was play- 
ing for Dartmouth years ago, but 
Beers has no chance of getting into 
Saturday's game because of injuries 
sustained last Saturday, and that lets 
the camp team out so far as stars are 
concerned. 

“Even if every man on the team 
was a star, camp conditions will not 
permit of getting into condition and 
getting the extreme efficiency of a 
squad perfected as is possible in col- 
lege. I Know, because college coach- 
ing is my profession, and a good col- 
lege team can always defeat a good 
camp team because the conditions in 
college are right for reaching maxi- 
mum efficiency.

‘TEXAS ROADS WARNED 


NOT 10 HAUL LIQUOR 


Austin, Texas, October 24.—Warning 
to railroads that they cannot trans- 
port and deliver intoxicating liquors in 
Texas and the holding of the Texas 
state-wide prohibition law constitu- 
tional today by Judge George Cal- 
houn, in the fifty-third district 
court, in spite of the decision yes- 
terday by the court of criminal ap- 
peals that the law is_ unconsti- 
tional, were developments today in the 
involved Texas prohibition situation. 
Governor W. P. Hobby, in a statement, 
law was “never more manifest than 
said the wisdom of the ten-mile zone 
now.” This zone law, which has been 
declared constitutional, prohibits sale 
or giving away of intoxicants within 
ten miles of a mtlitary or shipbuild- 
ing establishment, and makes “the 
larger cities of Texas “bone dry.” 

In a telegram to virtually every 

railroad in Texas, Attorney General B. 
F. Looney today pointed out that the 
opinion of the court of criminal ap- 
peals declaring the state-wide law un- 
constitutional is applicable only in so 
far as the law prohibited the sale of 
liquor and that no other feature of 
the law was affected by that decision. 
He warned the railroads that injunc- 
tions issued several months ago in 
Travis county prohibiting delivery and 
transportation of liquors still are in 
force. Mr. Looney annunced yester- 
day he would file a motion for rehear- 
ing of the court of criminal appeals’ 
decision. 
e Judge Calhoun, in the fifty-third dis- 
trict court here, declared the _ state- 
wide law constitutional. This holding 
was in two cases, each from Bexar and 
Travis counties, in which temporary 
injunction had been issued prohibiting 
the sale of liquors within ten miles of 
a military camp in violation of the 
zone law. When the state-wide prohi- 
bition bill became: effective the state 
amended its petition to bring the case 
under that law. Judge Calhoun today 
perpetuated the injunctions. No an- 
nouncement was made as to whether 
these cases would be appealed. Should 
appeals be filed the court of civil ap- 
peals and the supreme court of Texas 
would be given an opportunity to pass 
on the constitutionality of the state- 
wide act. 


SPECULATION MARGINS 
ARE 10 BE INCREASED 


New York, October 24.—New York 
banks were today advised by the Liber- 
tv Loan committee to increase their 
margins on stock transactions from 20 
to 30 per cent. This action was rec- 
ommended by the money committee of 
the Liberty Loan committee as an al- 
ternative to advancing money rates in 
order to conserve banking resources 
for financing of fourth Liberty Loan 
payments. 

Adoption by the banks of the recom- 
mendation, to be effective November 4, 
will have the effect of further restrict- 
ing the use of funds for stock specu- 
lation, a restriction which the com- 
mittee sought to bring about some 
time ago by requiring stock exchange 
members to report their borrowing from 
the banks on stock collateral. There 
is to be also a “corresponding increase” 
in margins on other loans. 

Benjamin Strong, governor of 
federal reserve bank, in a letter to Pres- 
ident Nobole, of the stock exchange, 
said that reports made by members of 
the stock exchange showed a consider- 
able increase in loans, despits the pre- 
vious advices from the money commit- 
tec, emphasizing the financial require- 
ments of'the government. 

“The financing of the fourth loan,” 
the letter added, “will impose a heavy 
burden upon the credit resources of the 
country materially larger than the fi- 
nancing of any previous loan and the 
future financial requirements of the 
government will impose further heavy 
burdens upon the money market. 

“It is for this reason primarily that 
the money committee urges the banks 
to increase their: rate of margin to 
thirty per cent, thereby probably avoid- 
ing an advance in money rates.’’

|SHIPPING BOARD 


CANCELS CONTRACTS 
FOR WOODEN BARGES 


Washington, October 24.—Contracts 
for fifty wooden barges and fifty com- 
posite tugs, designed for use in the 
New England coal trade, have been 
cancelled by the shipping board. In 
making this announcement today, 
Chairman Hurley said the vessels would 
not be needed, because it has been 
found possible to use some of the 
3,900-ton wooden ships for this serv- 
ice. The contracts called for an ex- 
penditure of $25,250,000, but work had 
not been started on any of the ves- 
sels. 

Mr. Hurley also announced that about 
100 wooden ships now building will 
be so designed that they can be used 
in the oil trade between Mexico and 
the United States, releasing the large 
steel tankers now in that service for 
overs@as trade to maintain supplies of 
fuel oil for the allied navies and ar- 
mies. 

Readjust Program. 

Washington, October 24.—O0Officials 
of the shipping board and Emergency 
Fleet corporation are 
general readjustment of the wooden 
ship program with a view to limiting 
the production of these vessels if the 
interests of the country demand it. 
Chairman Hurley, of the shipping board, 
announced today that a final decision 
on the matter will be made at a con- 
ference to be held at Philadelphia 
next week. 

Mr. Hurley also said the 
contemplating withholding 
for steel vessels from a number of 
small yards unless those plants show 
greater efficiency in turning out work. 
Some of them are behind in deliveries, 
Mr. Hurley said, and have not kept 
costs within the original contract 
agreement. 


TOBACCO CO. DENIES

New York, October 24.—The Tobacco 
Products corporation, which, with four 
other corporations, was charged in a 
formal complaint Tuesday by the fed- 
eral trade commission with price dis- 
crimination, unfair methods of compe- 
tition and attempting to conceal the 
ownership and control of subsidiary 


corporations, today denied the charges. 

A statement by George J. Wheelan, 
president of the corporation, said his 
concern had aimed always to ‘deal 
fairly and without the slightest dis- 
crimination” and that “instead of at- 
tempting to stifle competition it has 
always welcomed it.’”. The ownership 
of the various companies named by the 
trade commission as being under con- 
trol of the corporation, the statement 
said, “has been at all times well known 
to the tobacco trade and the general 
public.”

INHERITANCES OF $10,000 
AND MORE TO BE TAXED 


Washington, October 24.—In lieu of 
the taxes on estates proposed in the 
house war revenue bill, the senate 
finance committee, in its revision today 
adopted a plan of taxing inheritances 
of $10,000 amd more, at rates to be 
fixed later. The committee also de- 
cided to reduce the $2.20 per gallon tax 
on distilled spirits used for industria] 
mechanical and other non-beverage pur- 
poses. 

The new tax plan proposes that in- 
heritances received by heirs, instead of 
estates left by deceased persons, shall 
be the subjects of federal taxation, after 
state inheritance taxes are imposed. 

The revenue of the government prob- 
ably would be half of the $110,000,009 
levy on estates proposed in the house 
bill. Returns from life insurance poli- 
ices under $25,000 would not be taxed 
under the committee's plan.
